Achisves 853-Bushel. 
Potato Yield Through 
Good Cultural Methods 


Potato -production records in 
Michigan are tumbling again this 
year. Frank Falkies of Delta coun- 


jty in the upper peninsula produc- 


ed 794 bushels an acre in 1947 
and 847 bushels an acre last year 
to become the Michigan. potato 
king. But he may have to dig deep 
in his potato: fields this. year to 
better an early harvest reported 
in Kent county. 

Michigan State College farm 
crops authorities assemble the en- 
tries for the premier potato grow- 
ers award and have certified a 
yield of 853.8 bushels an acre for 
Edwin Parmeter, Rockford.” This 
yield of certified Katahdin variety 
was made on a ten acre field. 

Folowing . these recommendat- 
ions of the MSC crops authorities, 
Parameter got this high yield: 

He. plowed under 2 mammoth 
clover crop in the fall of 1948 and 
planted ‘rye with 800° pounds of 


nitrogen fertilizer to the acre. Be- |. 


fore plowing under the rye ‘on May 
10 in the spring of 1949 he broad- 
cast 1,000 pounds -to-.the acre-of 
8-12-12 fertilizer. on the good Isa- 
bella sandy ‘loam soil, 

Parameter planted 45 ser raha “y 
the acre of whole seed on May 


planting ¢ on the furrow, _ 
the rows 84 inches apart and the 
seed potatoes 9 inches apart in the 
rows. During the growing season 
he irrigated the ‘field six times. in 
eritical periods, giving the plants
